What host* of memories are re¬ 
vived as we who shared in the thrill¬ 
ing scenes of that campaign can at¬ 
test as we traverse those never-to-be- 
forgotten tegions. No one of the hosts 
who “Marched Through Georgia” a 
half century ago, and saw it under 
the scourging and devastating effects 
and appearances of destructive war¬ 
fare, could have imagined the won¬ 
derful transformation that has 
changed and improved nearly every 
phase of that historic region, so that 
it requires a considerable stretch of 
imagination for us to believe that the 
up-to-date cities and prosperous ham¬ 
let* and the improvement* that are 
visible in rural communities arc the 
same localities where opposing 
armies struggled in drudly conflict 
tuorc than a half century ago. VeYy 
few, indeed, of the traces of actual 
conflict are visible in all that region, 
Intt many silent reminder* of that 
terrific struggle arc seen in thoecems- 
tcrics at several places, wherein re¬ 
pose the remains of those whose lives 
went out amid scenes of carnage 
(and strife, now to peacefully repos¬ 
ing in “the bivouac nf the dead." 

In Chattanooga andn it* environ¬ 
ments—markers, tablets, memorials 
| and monument*, more nr less impos¬ 
ing, showing tlic positions of the 
comcndnfng forces, have hern erected

News htf* been 
received ol the arrival of the Rich- 
mond with her t* w at Shanghai and 
that stir has started for San Francis¬ 
co with the barge. 

The achievement has aroused the 
interest of mariners and shipper# in 
i hr •4>Ksti'*n of extending the towing 
service of general cargoes to foreign 
ports, tine company conducting a 
line of oil tank steamers already Is 
running a line of barges by towing 
across the Atlantic between New 
York and London, making the pas¬ 
sage in about fifteen days.

Death Chambers 

Yu r bathroom may b« a dea.b 
i liamber Few person* realise the 
lisk which they may run when turning 
electric light switches In 4 bathroom 
bcveral lives are lust annually by ac 
cidcmal electrocution# which take 
I lace in bath tubs. In some Instance* 
these deaths have been popularly at 
tribmed to faulty insulation. Hut it 
ha# been shown how a bather, stand¬ 
ing mi 4 tub of water by turning a 
«witch with his left hand may cause 
< sough moisture to penetrate the elec¬ 
tric socket and establish a (circuit 
thereby permit ling the current to pa## 
from the wires, through bis body in¬ 
to the wgfer and thence to the ground 
Thus the body acts very much as a 
lightning rod. 

Electrocution may occur if one 
hand is in a washbowl of water, and 
tile other, being wet, is used to turn a 
switch. If only the key is touched 
and no moisture penetrates, of course 
no ill effects will follow, Fatalities 
*r« believed to have resulted also 
when a bather in * tub has acciden¬ 
tally struck hi# head against a pro¬ 
jecting socket. The hair, if thorough¬ 
ly wet. may supply sufficient mois¬ 
ture in such cases to complete a cir¬ 
cuit Under these circumstances a 
current that is ordinarily harmless 
may cause death 

\ writer in one **f the scientific pub¬ 
lications makes this explanation re¬ 
garding a fatality which occurred re¬ 
cently in an eastern state. Another ac¬ 
cident. somewhat similar, occurred 
when a bather attempted to use an 
electric vibrator while sitting in a 
partly Titled bathtub.

Florida land should be Wept busy. 
Some farmers will quarrel with ih;i< 
statement because they think that 1 
'••nd should Hive a re«t tome time 
during th*. year Some limti em he 
livnclittd by rusting if the vacation 
•* applied in the right way, but where 
• here it at much sun and rain as 
there it in Merida, idle land does not 
rrai. It Iraki. Thi* is especially 
true in tiunnier. The warm sun and 
heavy rains facilitate plant food lib¬ 
eration and 'lie surplus water car¬ 
ries the plant food away. Did you 
ever notice the color of the creek* 
and streams? They get the organ¬ 
ic matter that should stay in the soil. 

Some crop should be planted to 
conserve the plant food, to shade the 
land, to enrich the soil and to check 
thr teaching water. This crop may 
tie used as hay or gnett manure. C- 
K. McQuarrie, state spent for the 
University of Morida Extension Di¬ 
vision, recommends that some crop 


•uch as Gcrniaii millet, cowpeas, ear¬ 
ly velvet beans, or other legume Ire 
planted i-n watermelon or any other 
land that has produced n spring crop. 
It Is true that weeds and grass will 
cover the land and conserve sum* 
the pl.tiit food, but that land r uld 
produce a valual.de crop that would 
nut be »« hard on it as weeds, and 
the fertility could he actually increas¬ 
ed by the growth of legumes. If the 
weeds urr all ••wed to grow they prob¬ 
ably hIII !»c burned w hen smr.hcr crop 
is t<> hr planted. Such pt act ices are 
wasteful. No farmer will burn n cul¬ 
tivated crop, and all the plant food 
which it gathers will lie turned Into 
feed «*r plowed under to enrich the 
soil. 

Thr remains of the spring crop, 
vines, plants and fruits, should be de¬ 
stroyed so that any disease which 
ihcy harbor will not be carried over j 
to infect new crops next year —Agri-1 
cultural News Service.

Drag Roads Alter Rains 

Farmers living ou *and-cb«y and 
dirt roads should take time after each 
rain to drag the road that run# along 
their property. This is done exten¬ 
sively in the northern states. It take* 
wry little time for any pers«*n anl| 
yet the roads arc kept in good shape. I 

This winter hits been exceptionally 
dry and the roads have been badly 
cut by traffic. When a rain comes 
this dust will wash out of the holes 
rfitd leave ruts in the road. If thrse an 
not fixed the roads will soon become 
impassable. 

Dr. W\ C. Etheridge, professor «>t 
agronomy in the University of Flori¬ 
da. recommends the tue of the King 
rpbt-log drag. This drag can be made 
at a low c**s: and used by any one 
Y\li" can drive a team.—Agricultural 
NVws Service. 

Wool Whitefly Spreading 

Report# to the University of Flor¬ 
ida Experiment Station indicate that 
tin wooty whitefly U spreading in 
curtain sections on lh* East Coast. 
The damage by this peat is tisu*tt> 
heaviest during the first two yeaif of 


infestation. Afterward ihc chulcid, 
a wasp-like parasite which feeds on 
the larvae, keeps Ik parity in check. 
Rut during the Hint two year# spray¬ 
ing should given to protect the 
citrus trees, 

J. R. Watson, entomologist to the 
station recommends the paraffin oils 
for control. The limgi which prey 
on the Common citrus whitefly do not 
control the wuoly whitefly. Sp,aying 
should be done during the rarly sta¬ 
ge* of the insect, livcause the waxy 
lilumcut*, matted with honey drw and 
various molds, which appear on the 
pupae protect tk**tn from tie spray. 
One or two sprayings a year togeth¬ 
er with the wurk of thv parasite 
should control the insect.

Assistant S*cr»tary Roosovolt to 

Visit Plattoburg Camp to S«o Or¬ 
ganisation. 

Acting Bocrvtnry of »bn Navy Frank¬ 
lin D. ItooscveU ba* announced hi* plan 
for the creation of a naval rafeerve. It 
la believed Secretary Hauiel* will ap- 
prove It ond that It will be pat Into ef¬ 
fect this falL The plan mil* for vir¬ 
tually no action by congrv** and will 
require only an appropriation for cleri¬ 
cal work. 

Fifty thousand men arc called for In 
the acting secretary's estimate*, in¬ 
cluding retired officer*, who arc al¬ 
ready part of tbo reserve created by 
law; former enlisted men. uu tube ring 
about 10.000; members of (be coast 
guard, lighthouse service, barber po¬ 
lice. etc., itud volunteer civilian* who 
hav*» had experience in aouio branch 
of the service. 

This renerve, it la expected, will be 
of tremendous assistants lu time* of 
war. Although the civilian volunteer* 
would not be available for service on 
board regular warahlpe, they could bo 
used to relievo sen men tn the miry 
yards, shore stations, etc., who then 
could be placed with the llglitlug forva 

To Cnli*1 Radio Operator*. 

It U plauued also to enlist the serv¬ 
ices of amateur radio operators, of 
whom It 1* estimated 1.0UU would be 
Defied in war time, and others could 
be pressed into s ervice a* local pilots, 
signalmen, gasoline motor expert* and 
helmsmeu. 

Acting Secretary Roosevelt intends 
to visit tho second I'lattaburg training 
camp *»d to get an idea of tho organ¬ 
isation necessary to make a similar 
plan practicable for the uavy. Uo be¬ 
lieve* It will be fesulble to arrange 
maneuver* next summer for volunteer 
reservists, giving them Instruction on 
board reserve ships of the navy. 

Ilia plan further calls for a mobilisa¬ 
tion of private ve**eia, from merchant 
ship* down to motorboats, and It la 
posalhlo that the owners of auch craft 
will be aakud to assemble for Instruc¬ 
tion as to bow their vcttaela could be 
used In lUne uf war. A rataiogue of 
private rexsvla la being made by the 
navy department. Including those 
whose owners have volunteered for re¬ 
serve duty and vueeels that might be 
commandeered. 

Mr. Roosevelt eays a type of motor¬ 
boat has appeared on the Atlantic 
coaat which has become very popular 
and would be of great value as a sub¬ 
marine destroyer. It has a motor of 
330 horae|*ower or more and a speed of 
more than thirty knots and by reason 
of Its shallow draft la in no danger 
from mines or torpedoes. 

The reserve plan la separate from 
the naval militia, which la under the 
control of tbe*coaat and lake states 

Tbs training maneuver*, according 
to present plana would take place next 
summer at three points on the Atlantic 
coast—Massachusetts bay. Long lalnnd 
sound and Chesapeake bay—and at a 
point on tbs Pacific coast not yet 0 * 
term in ed. 

Mr. Roosevelt's plan dovetails with 
Secretary Daniels scheme for naval 
betterment. The secretary will ask 
for an Increased personnel and wtll do 
mand a radical change In the enlist 
ment system to obtain an Increase in 
the number of enlisted men
